[0029] Next, an operation of a communication terminal apparatus 
of the invention will be explained based on a flow chart of Fig. 
6. At first, the user sets documents to be transmitted on a 
transmission base which is not shown (SI). Next, through an 
operating section 5, a start key is pushed following input of 
an abbreviation number by an abbreviation dial, or a one easy 
step key is pushed, whereby an opposite party is selected (S2) . 
At this moment, regardless that which of telephone nymbers or 
electronic mail addresses are registered, it is possible to 
designate a plurality of opposite parties in the coexisting 
state of telephone numbers and electronic mail addresses.

[0031] In the communication terminal equipment, the documents 
set on the document base are read one by one, and all the pages 
are once encoded on an MMR basis by an encoding/decoding section 
21 and the encoded data is stored into an image memory 8 as image 
data of G3 format (S3) . Telephone numbers or electronic mail 
addresses of the opposite parties designated by the 
abbreviation dials or one easy step keys are read out of an 
opposite party table Tl. Subsequently, whether transmission 
destinations of the opposite parties read out of the opposite 
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party table Tl are electronic mail addresses or not is judged 
by checking whether data of the transmission destinations are 
composed of numeric characters only or numeric characters and 
symbols such as hyphens and poses which are unique to telephone 
number (S4) . Then, a process for facsimile communication to 
the telephone numbers of the opposite parties or a process for 
transmission of an electronic mail to the electronic mail 
addresses of the opposite parties is executed. 
[0032] In the case where the transmission destinations are not 
electronic mail addresses as a result of judgement at step s4, 
the respective telephone numbers of the transmission^ 
destinations are called (S5) , normal facsimile transmission is 
executed (S6) , and a line is released (S7) . The above process 
of steps S4-S7 is repeated with respect to all the transmission 
destinations selected as the opposite parties (S8) . 
[0033] In the case where the transmission destinations are 
electronic mail addresses as a result of judgement at step S4, 
the image data of G3 is converted to an electronic mail format 
in the following manner, because it cannot be directly 
transmitted by Internet . An image converting section 22 embeds 
a tag of CLASS F of TIFF into a file of the image data of G3, 
thereby generating TIFF image data (S9) . Since TIFF image data 
is binary data, a binary text converting section 23 converts 
it to text data (SIO) .

[0035] When data of electronic mail format is completed, dialup 
connection to the Internet is executed. From a provider table 
T3, the type (analog/digital) of a line of a provider in which 
the user contracts is judged. A modem 10 is set in the case 
of an analog line, whereas a DSU 9 is set in the case of a digital 
line. The telephone number of the provider is called and the 
response is waited. When a telephone line with the provider 
is set, the user logs in according to the aforementioned PAP 
(S12). An electronic mail is transmitted by SMTP (S13) , the 
user logs out and releases the telephone line after completion 
of transmission (S14), and the operation goes to step S8 .

opposite party telephone number or the processing for 
transmitting the electronic mail to the opposite party electronic 
mail address is executed. Thus, the telephone number and the 
electronic mail address are registered in the abbreviation dial or 
one easy step key by coexisting. 
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
